Skeen’s not keen 
_ onseason switch

WOLLONGONG City’s David Skeen is one 
of several players who have given the 
“thumbs down” to summer Soccer if it is 
introduced late next year. 


A key player in the 
Wollongong club’s suc- 
cess story this season, 
Skeen has already made 
it clear he isn’t in- 
terested in playing dur- 
ing the summer months. 

“There are so many 
other things to do in 
summer; I don’t think it 
will be popular with too 
many players,’’ Skeen 
said. 

“Having to start this 
season so early was bad 
enough, but it seemed a 
one-off thing and there 
were reasons for it. 

“This is different: it 
means starting the 
league season in January 
and summer Soccer the 
following November. 
There are going to be a 
few upset wives and 
girlfriends around.” 

Now 26, Skeen is en- 
joying a new lease of life 
in the Wolves’ midfield 
after his career was at 
the crossroads when he 
was dropped in mid-sea- 
son. 

During the Wollon- 
gong team’s 4-0 loss to 
Footscray, coach John 
Fleming replaced Skeen 
at half-time and left him 
out of the team to play 
Marconi a week later. 

“IT was shattered be-

cause I had never been 
dropped for bad form 
previously in my 
career,” Skeen said. 

“Tt meant I had to sit 
down and think about 
what had happened and 
I came to the conclusion 
I had been a bit compla- 
cent. 


“That meant getting 
stuck into training and 
working hard to regain 
my place.” 

Skeen did just that 
and is back in the centre 
of midfield rather than 
in his recognised role at 
right back. 

He says it took a bit of 
getting used to, but he 
has really enjoyed the 
challenge, and Fleming 
is equally happy. 

“He is naturally an 
aggressive player and 
provides me with a bit 
more ‘bite’ in midfield,” 
Fleming said. 

‘‘His new role has 
given me a new dimen- 
sion in midfield. The 
really big plus is that he 
is keen to shoot at goal 
at every opportunity and 
thisrubs off on the other 
players.” 

The former St George 
and Youth Socceroo 
fullback admits being 
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surprised at what has 
been achieved at Wol- 
longong this season. 


“T really thought we 
might be involed in a 
fight for fourth or fifth 
place but the squad has 
done really well from 
the start,” he said. 


Earlier in the season, 
Skeen wasn’t sure 


whether he would turn 
out with the Wolves 
again in 1989. 

Having enjoyed his 
Soccer so much this sea- 
son, he says he is a cer- 
tain starter for the new 
season. 

“However, if the sum- 
mer stuff gets the green 
light I won’t be in- 
volved,” he said.

ALAN Davidson is caught between a rock 
and a hard place. The 27-year-old, one of 
the stars of Australia’s recent Bicentennial 
Gold Cup series, is about to make one of 
the most difficult decisions he’s had to 
face. 


He has to chose be- 
tween the obsession of a 
lifetime (Soccer) and his 
new life as a family man 
with his wife of less than 
a year, Effie. 

When the Melbourne 
Croatia international 
announced he would be 
finishing his career with 
the Socceroos after the 
Olympics in September, 
he hadn’t anticipated 
the reaction. 

Even he admits sur- 
prise at the amount of 
pressure on him to re- 
main a Socceroo. 

His superlative dis- 
plays in the Gold Cup 
were nothing short of 
world-class, and evenhe 
admits he might have to 
rethink his decision. 

“T certainly didn’t ex- 
pect all the fuss’’, 
Davidson told ASW this 
week, 

“Before the tourna- 
ment I was certain I 
would be retiring after 
the Olympic Games.” 

“Td decided that my 
priorities in life would 
be with my family. After 
all, I’ve had 10 years 
with the national team.” 

“And I meant it, be- 
cause my family has be- 
come very important to 
me at this stage.” 

But after the Gold 
Cup, Davidson admits 
he is having second 
thoughts. 

It is down to his new 
responsibilities in life, as 
he puts it, versus the 
champion qualities he 
has deep down inside. 

Those same qualities 
and desires which have 
driven him to become 
one of the best players 
to pull on the green and 


gold. 

But sadly, at least for 
Socceroo fans, the green 
and gold might lose out. 

“I am a bit reluctant 
to speak about it and I 
don’t want to make any 
tash statements,” he ex- 
plained. 

“Soccer has been my 
whole life.” 

“But Effie has to be 
considered now, and 
she’s keen for me to stop 
simply because it (Soc- 
cer) keeps me away from 
home and demands so 
much time.” 

“My ambition to play 
hasn’t gone, but I do 
have different priorities 
in life.” 

“The thing is that 
often people want you 
to be what they want, 
but what it comes down 
to is that I’ve got to 
make decisions based on 
what’s important in my 
life now.” 

Davidson’s return to 
the national team has 
been remarkable. 

Almost lost to the 
game with a nasty back 
injury, few expected he 
would return to the Soc- 
ceroo squad and no-one 
could have forseen his 
return being as success- 
ful as it has been. 

Davidson has re- 
turned a more mature 
and complete player 
than before. 

‘“‘A lot of people 
wrote me off, but after 
the lay-off what I’d 
found was that my in- 
stinct had gone”’, he ex- 
plained. 

“Looking back, that’s 


_ what I had lost and it’s 


taken me two years to 
get it back.”

Ian Brusasco comes to the fore

IT was a case of 
shock, horror to 
many when long 
serving Queensland 
Soccer Federation 
president lan Bru- 
sasco was 
announced as the 
new Australian Soc- 
cer Federaton 
chairman. 


The margin was nar- 
tow, but it should have 
caused little surprise. 

The usual NSW-Vic- 
toria split may have 
been the final decider, 
but days before the vote 
it was certain that the 
Brusasco political in- 
stincts had him well in 
event, 

Those years of service 
on the Brisbane City 
Council had honed his 
political instincts to the 
nth degree. 


Certainly in the future 
his speeches will have to 
be shortened to get the 
message over in the li- 
mited time available on 
television segments! 

But, although 
Queenslanders have 
been conspicuous by 
their absence in the 
national team, although 
NSW and Victoria and 
maybe South Australia 
often look down on 
them, all is not lost 
above the Tweed. 


The Brisbane com- 
petition may be a little 
passe , and the state 
team might operate as 
100% amateurs. 

But if there is a better 
organised state then 
Queensland, it is yet to 
be unearthed. 

Competitions, senior, 
junior and schools, are 
well run from the NSW

border to Cape York, 
and as far west as the 
mind can conjure up. 
The whole state is di- 
vided into junior areas, 
and players from every 


area compete at regional 
representative level. 

The Queensland 
Ampol Cup encompas- 
ses the best players in 
the state. 


reorganised the VFL 
and his ideas have plen- 
ty to offer Soccer.” 

Sir Arthur pointed 
out that the 14-team 
West End NSL is now 
consuming a horrific 
$600,000 to fly teams for 
their games, apart from 
associated costs. 

“Franchising will 
bring business interests 
into the game,” Sir 
Arthur continued. 

“Two divisions, one 
with Melbourne and 
Adelaide and the other 
taking in Sydney, Bris- 
bane, Wollongong, Can- 
berra and Newcastle, 
must be introduced. 

“Promotion and re- 
legation can’t be re- 
levant if there is to be 
investment in the game. 

“The clubs must 
transfer to summer, with 
May, June and July left 
for the clubs to play in- 
door Soccer and for the 
national team to play 
major selected matches. 

“Indoor Soccer will 
create the ability to pay 
leading players right 
throughout the year. 
“Professionalism will 
enable us to push our 
standards further ahead, 
and each club must have 
its own junior district.” 
ABC Television’s rat- 
ing of 21 for the Austra- 
lia-Brazil Bicentennial 
Gold cup final meant 
that 65% of viewers at 
that time were tuned in 


to watchsthe: match5.5% 


Had the telecast been 
delayed, then the Syd- 
ney Football Stadium 
would have certainly 
been a packed house for 
the first time. 

Two Sydney matches 
at the stadium produced 
65%of the gate receipts 
for the entire tourna- 
ment, underlying Syd- 
ney’s pre-eminence as 
the nation’s crowd pul- 
ler, provided the 
organisation is correctly 
put in place. 

Given the power - 
some of which he is now 
relinquishing - Sir 
Arthur would abolish 


the visa player category 


entirely. 
“Promising Austra- 
lian kids must be 


apprenticed. This can be 
done for three years, 
and lead to profes- 
sionalism. 

“Tt’s all a big job, but 
it can be done,” he 
added. 

But the biggest point 
is whether the ASF and 
the NSL can live 
together. 

Solve that, and the 
sport has the chance to 
handle its problems and 
then win the general 
public. 


Regional Directors of 
Coaching operate over 
all majors regions. 

NSW is big, but is 
split unreasonably into 
two areas at senior level, 
and most of the city 
clubs have no know- 
ledge of country soccer 
at all. 

Many other states, to 
print the absolute truth, 
straggle further behind 
still. 

Ian Brusasco has had 
a big hand in Queens- 
land’s well conceived 
overall development. 

If Sir Arthur George 
is elected to the pres- 
idential position on Au- 
gust 21, there is no 
doubt that they will 
work in harness. 

But Sir Arthur looks 
further down the track. 

“Administrators 
such as John Constan- 
tine and Jack Reilly will

Sir Arthur didn’t 
mention the irrepressi- 
ble Charlie Perkins. 
Whilst he is destined for 
bigger things in aborigi- 
nal affairs, who is to say 
what his future will be 
on the football front? 

At least Brusasco 
should not take over the 
ASF’s huge financial 
problems. 

You can bet your bot- 
tom dollar that Sir 
Arthur, a multi-mil- 
lionaire many times 
over, will see that the 
slate is wiped clean.

The look back 


SIR ARTHUR GEORGE sees the first step in 
Australia’s improved international position as 
beginning with the providing of coaches to 
teach a better standard of soccer. 

He points to the arrangments made with Rothmans, 
which has seen 26,000 coaches join the ranks. 

Certainly these agreements provided adequate staf- 
fing, but the basis in NSW as the leading state was 
provided by the juniors along with people like Joe 
Vlasits, Jim Bellwood, Denes Adrigan, Jock McLaugh- 
lin and Co, 

The next stage went to the developments through to 
Under 19, Under 16 and now the Olympic national 
teams as well as the Australian Institute of Sport. 

“Rudi Gutendorf wasn’t a good choice as national 
coach, but at least he helped develop the Youth 
team.” 

So the Socceroos have a foundation, even allowing 
that the inevitable happens and many of the best play- 
ers are creamed off to Europe. 

Yet the hope is that professionalism can be created 
within Australia “within measurable time”. 

On FIFA, Sir Arthur said: “Although from an 
obscure country, I came to be a co-opted FIFA Execu- 
tive member, and expect to stay there at FIFA’s 
request. 

“I became known as one of the leaders on debates 
on the China and Rhodesia issues. 

“TI took the view that China was too great a nation to 
be outside FIFA, and a solution was found that brought 
China in and still provided for Taiwan. 

“You can only make improvements if you are right 
on the spot. 

“Charlie Dempsey (Oceania and New Zealand) can 
say that I don’t represent Oceania. 

“But on FIFA I can both assist this part of the world 
and assist with the broader issues.” 

Although it is a FIFA administration matter, Sir 
Arthur’s influence would have helped Australia’s par- 
ticipation in Under 16, 20 and now women’s and indoor 
world tournaments. “We got the 1981 World Youth 
Championship.” 

“I’m unashamedly nationalistic for Australia. Fai- 
lure in 1982 stunned me. 

“It was the only time Australia has not won an 
Oceania competition - three national teams and only 
one failure. 

“I'm 74 in January, although my appearance belies 
it. 

“Pm feeling the pressures, and I have blood 
pressure. 


“There are many other interests in my life apart 
from Soccer. 
“A new man was needed to make a clean sweep.” 


Vistas ahead 


“REACHING the final of the Bicentennial 
Gold Cup went beyond my wildest dream. 

“Frank Arok motivated himself and the team by 
saying it could be done, but that was a matter of 
psychology. 

“FIFA people say, on the day, no country would 
have beaten Brazil. 

“A host of people stop me in lifts, im the city, in 
Double Bay, and ask why I don’t stay one. 

“But the coaches and players are there to carry on. 

“The national team is now at its peak. 

“We have to secure the administrators who have the 
ability to carry the game up, at national and club level. 

“Each franchised NSL club must have its own 
juniors. Six apprentices per year, and aim for fulltime 
professionalism. 

“Blatant nationalism must go. Some clubs that have 
already learnt the lesson aren’t prepared to say it yet in 
public.”

SYDNEY Croatia’s hard-fought 1-1 draw 
with St.George at the Croatian Sports Cen- 
tre and Wollongong City’s defeat at Middle 
Park to Souths, has set up a spine-tingling 
climax to the 1988 NSL season. 


Croatia meet the 
Wolves at Edensor Park 
on Sunday and all de- 
pending on the South 
Melbourne-AdCity re- 
sult, the winner could 
well end up minor pre- 
miers. 

Vedran Rozic’s side 
kept alive a slim chance 
of winning the NSL 
minor premiership when 
it snatched the draw 
with a determined, 
young St George outfit 
at the weekend. 

In a game highlighted 
by a couple of superb 
strikes at goal, Croatia 
were forced to fight to 
the bitter end to earn 
the precious point. 

The Saints went into 
the game without four 
tegulars (Steve O’Con- 
nor, Vlado Tortevski, 
Andy Koczka and 
David Green) but were 
spurred on by young 
lions Scott Ollerenshaw, 
Zoran Ilic and Pedro 
Ricoy. 

For their part Croatia 
were minus fiery striker 


Robbie Slater (through 
suspension) and certainly 
missed his spark in front 
of goal. 

Croatia goalkeeper 
Anthony Franken re- 
plied in the best way 
possible to his rival for 
the deputy Socceroo 
position — Mike Gib- 
son, (whose fine diving 
save had denied Gra- 
ham Arnold’s angled 
header) with a couple of 
expert blocks himself. 
Graham Fletcher and 
Ollerenshaw were the 
unlucky parties. 

Referee Gary Power 
added the only other 
‘bright’ spot to the first 
half, when as early as 
the fifth minute he pul- 
led up in his stride and 
motioned to the bench 
for assistance. The calf 
injury he sustained re- 
stricted so, that he did 
not reappear for the 
second half and lines- 
man Chris Smythe was 
handed the whistle for 
the duration. 

The quasi-6000 


Croatia supporters were 
stunned into silence 
after a dynamic strike by 
Zoran Ilic midway 
through the second 
term. 

Jim Morekas, the 18- 
year-old making his de- 
but, dispossessed Mark 
Jones and swung a long, 
raking cross into the 
path of Ilic, whose dip- 
ping drop volley from 
the edge of the area left 
Franken well beaten. 

Just when Saints 
might have thought 
they’d weathered the 
Croatia storm well 
enough to earn both 
points, the home side 
struck. 

With eight minutes re- 
maining, Jones re- 
deemed himself with an 
incisive through ball into 
the path of Arnold, who 
finished off expertly 
with a delicate chip 
beyond the stranded 
Gibson. 

Afterwards, Saints 
coach Frank Arok was 
all praise for his young 
charges. 

“They are a bunch of 
young kids who played 
magnificently under the 
circumstances. 

“One lapse of con- 
centration in the de- 
fence cost us the game 
but again that line was 
without three regulars 
and one of them — 
David Green, is the best 
and cleanest fullback in 
Australia.”

that the sharper home 
team took charge.

the end of this year. 


The Footscray club 
will go into liquidation 
at the end of 1988, and 
the new, privately own- 
ed Melbourne City 
JUST will take over 
Schintler Reserve. 

But Footscray’s 
fanatical supporters 
needn’t worry: the new 
Melbourne JUST club 
will remain faithful to 
the club’s heritage and, 
hopefully, the club will 
become the focal point 
of the Yugoslav com- 
munity in Melbourne. 

The club’s new chair- 
man and director, Ken 
Knight, has assured fans 
that Melbourne JUST 
will remain true to the 
traditions of the 
Footscray club.

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he lost” deserves to be inscribed on 
the tablets of Australian Soccer 
history. 

There are many who can dwell on the losses of Sir 
Arthur George, and others on his triumphs. 

On the balance the moments of high inspiration, 
the ability to handle the mangled diversity of Soccer 
politics, outweigh the downs. 

Given reasonable health, and on that point all will 
join in with the best wishes of all, Sir Arthur has 
more to contribute to the game. 

But “Long live the new king,” installed for the 
first time in the person of Ian Brusasco. 

The message may be wrapped in a Queensland 
drawl, but the code will see different directions and 
the measure of the man after an initial settling in 
period. 

The history of soccer has been turbulent. It was 
primitive in the days of Sid Storey MLA and the 
Australian Soccer Football Association. 

All too shortlived were the days of the presidency 
of Dr Henry Seamonds, and Sir William Walkley’s 
period was one of modest achievement. 

Sir Arthur George’s days have seen crises and high 
points - rows with Rale Rasic, World Cup finals, the 
1981 World Youth cup finals in Australia, unsuccess- 
ful and successful international tournaments, Natio- 
nal League formation and schisms, and the crowning 
glory of the Bicentenary Gold Cup. 

Some 18 years and unfinished business galore. Yet 
it says a great deal for the measure of the man he has 
so much clarity in pointing to the road ahead. 

Never one to stand aside when a principle needs to 
be enunciated, Sir Arthur George has pointed to the 
need to replace nationalistic clubs with a franchised 
community system. 

For anyone who is prepared to see the truth, the 
fact is that only one club in one group is now match- 
ing up to NSL crowd size requirements. 

The trend won’t change. 

Maybe it could be argued that Sir Arthur George 
left his words to spell out the ultimate demise of 
ethnic senior clubs until very late in his career. 

But he did so. And there is no other way to go, if 
the game is to go ahead. 

The passage of time, and the absence of migrants 
from football-mad countries decrees the change, de- 
spite the inevitability of argument.

Based on a poor yet understandable political deci- 
sion of the late 1950s Soccer in the state of NSW was 
divided into two halves. 

Looking at the minute claimed benefits will result 
in missing the grand design. 

In other ieee of sport - rugby league, rugby union 
and cricket in particular - a New South Welshman 
can stand on his own. 

Groups and regions throughout the length and 
breadth of the state combine. Inter-regional and 
country matches are held.

An artificial line drawn of all places at the Hawkes- 
bury River and running out to the north west re- 
mains a barrier to Soccer progress. 

The Amateur people know it, the leaders are en- 
trenched in a lack of reality, and the clubs don’t 
know enough to care. 

A new generation must arise who can see the 
overall picture. 

The huge state of Queensland isn’t divided, and 
shouldn’t be. Nor should NSW.

Russell was the first to launch into song when the 
gallant South Melbourne players got back to the 
change-rooms to celebrate their victory over Sydney 
Croatia recently. 

The win confirmed the double-chance for Hellas in 
the finals, and Russell is ready to return to the fray. 

He can’t hide the hurt of recent events, but he’s 
grateful at the concern shown by his many friends in the 
game. 

“And it’s nice to have the club doing so well - when 
you're involved it takes your mind off things,” he says. 

Russell is back in training and believes he will be 
ready for NSL action this week. 

“T'll certainly be ready for the finals,”

Many would much 
prefer to become a pro- 
fessional footballer 
rather than consider a 
profession or trade. 
Football for such 


youngsters becomes an 


escape from the harsh 
realities of life in Brazil 
today. It can also pro- 
vide a source of food 
supply and medical well 
being for his family. 

By making the senior 
grade, he can live more 
comfortably, become 
better groomed and 
travel extensively, not 
just throughout his own 
country, but overseas as 
well. 

It is one sure avenue 
open for him to live a 
much better and more 
meaningful life. 

For the extra-talented 
player, the sky is the 
limit, particularly at the 
present time, where 
many can earn a fortune 
and future security by 
playing overseas. 

There are, of course, 
many examples over the 
past 30 years. Players 
like Pele, Dirceu and 
Luis Pereira and, before 
them, Julinho, Didi, 
Mazzola and Vava. The 
‘novo riche’ now include 
Zico, Falcao, Toninho, 
Socrates and Junior. 
The list is very exten- 
sive. 

But future prospects 
no longer merely rest on 
a relatively short playing 
career. For the brighter, 
dedicated and more in- 
telligent, it can stretch 
much longer. 

Brazilian coaches to- 
day are being sought by 
many “‘Third World” 
and developing nations. 

Those who have been 
attracted, particularly to 
the Middle East can, 
providing they look af- 
ter their affairs, beset 
for life. 

For every Zagallo, 
Evaristo or Tele Santa- 
na, there are 50, even a 
100 others, many little

known outside of Brazil, 
who are now accepting 
good positions overseas. 

The ‘hungry’ youngs- 
ter is well aware of this, 
so the incentive is there. 

It is a fact of life that 
many fathers, on the 
birth of a son, enrol this 
son as a member of his 
favourite club before he 
formally registers the 
birth. 

The child’s very first 
presents are likely to in- 
clude a ball and a replica 
playing strip in the col- 
ours of the appropriate 
club. Such is the general 
feeling towards the 
game. 

However, despite 
this, the system is totally 
accepted whereby the 
son cannot formally play 
for that club until he is, 
say, 12-14 years of age. 
A very far cry from the 
system presently permit- 
ted in Australia. 

Virtually every club 
provides many opportu- 
nities for children, no 
matter how small, to 
play almost daily in 
small side games on 
mini-courts or areas (not 
pitches) within the con- 
fines of the clubs’ facili- 
ties. 

Flamengo, for exam- 
ple, have three indoor 
areas which can also be 
used for basketball or 
volleyball, plus several 
outdoor constructed 
areas about the size of 
netball courts. 

Children are brought 
in by their parents to 
play in what are merely 
pick-up games. 

Parents may watch 
such games or go off to 
work in the gymnasium, 
swim in the Olympic- 
sized pool, take a sauna, 
shop or generally social- 
ize in the pleasant 


grounds which house 
bar and canteen facili- 
ties. 

The youngsters are 
organised into informal 
teams under the super- 
vison of the coach who 
referees the matches. 
Usually, he is a former 
player and the only di- 
rect coaching comes by 
way of words of en- 
couragement during the 
game. 

Games, in effect, are 
conditioned by the small 
numbers playing, the 
smaller working area 
and a specially hard ball 
which restricts or condi- 
tions the players to what 
is termed ‘‘touching 
football”. 

Often youngsters 
organise their own 
games without surpervi- 
sion. Thus players are 
able to express them- 
selves within the con- 
fines of the game. 

With five or even 10 
years of playing in this 
manner, players are 
‘pre-conditioned’ into 
the Brazilian style of 
play without being di- 
rectly aware of the fact. 
A style of play which is 
based very much on 
accurate passing and 
control of the ball. 

It is from just such 
players and the many 
who play on the open 
beaches of Copacabana, 
Ipanama and Leblon, in 
Rio, that the ‘Infantis’ 
are recruited or selected 
to play for a club at 
under-14 level. 

Clubs in Brazil only 
formally run teams in 
the U/14, U/16 and U/18 
age groups, the latter 
being in effect the re- 
serve or B grade side. 

By this age it is most 
likely that the better 
players will already be

How are players 
pre-selected? 


At the point of selec- 
tion or recruitment, the 
general technical ability 
of players under review 
will already be of a high 
order. 

This, in the main, has 
been self acquired 
through many hours of 
constant individual prac- 
tice in the form of condi- 
tioned internal games 
offered. 

Coaches in the selec- 
tion stage look for in- 
telligence — i.e. football 
intelligence. 

The firm belief of 
many coaches is that no 
one can actually teach 
football. 

The coach, it is felt, is 
merely there to develop 
the natural qualities of 
each player. 

Such qualities come 
from genetic and en- 
vironmental factors. 

Players join clubs with 
certain natural attri- 
butes which the coach 
must observe closely be- 
fore setting up an 
appropriate plan of 
work and development. 

No coach can suggest 
to a young boy that he 
will definitely become a 
good player, just as a 
teacher cannot categor- 
ically say someone will 
become an architect, en- 
gineer or a policeman. 

In Brazil, the better 
players develop from 
the right home environ- 
ment — both poor and 
tich alike. 

The perceptive coach 
will go into the home of 
the youngster to assess 
the situation. Does the 
family need help? He 
will attempt to spend 


more time with those 
who really show they 
have the makings of a 
good player and have 
the right other material 
qualities. 

The coach has to feel 
or sense the quality of 
each player in his 
charge. Matters can 
notand must not be 
rushed. 

It is felt that the coach 
must show slowly by ex- 
ample and through trust 
for it is important not to 
lose a promising player’s 
trust and respect for the 
coach. 

In the smaller Brazi- 
lian clubs — the ‘‘Pe- 
quenos”” — the develop- 
ment of players is seen 
as a special form of in- 
vestment. They can be 
sold to larger clubs, thus 
providing a vital source 
of income to survive on. 

As already stated, 
clubs concern them- 
selves very much with 
the family and the home 
of the promising young 
player and, through 
financial assistance, 
food supplies or medical 
care, can provide a bet- 
ter and happier environ- 
ment for the player and 
his family. 

For many years, Bra- 
zil has survived and 
achieved much success 
through its sheer weight 
of numbers in player 
terms. This has in the 
past helped to guarantee 
quality. 

Brazil today, like so 
many other major na- 
tions, is suddenly ex- 
periencing a ‘‘drying- 
up” process, albeit, a 
very gradual one, but 
the signs are there. 

Every coach is hoping 
to uncover another Gar- 
tincha, Ademir, Nilton 
Santos or Pele.

Like McMillan, the 
former Queenslander is 
rarely seen to be giving 
less than 100 percent on 
the park and his stocky 
build belies his ex- 
traordinary fitness. 

The 28-year-old non- 
smoker says he isn’t a 
fitness fanatic. 

“But I only take a 
couple of weeks’ rest 
after the season and 
then I run four or five 
nights a week to stay 
fit”, he admitted.

MELBOURNE Croatia hasn’t pressed its

Of the incident in 
Sydney, Wallace told 
ASW that the whole 
matter was essentially a 
private one.

BRISBANE City officials are stunned by the 
news that it could be two or three months 
before a clearance will be issued for their 
latest Italian import Marco Mura. 

Mura already has been in Brisbane for more than 
a month, yet repeated requests by the ASF office to 
the Italian Federation for the player’s clearance 
appear to have been i 4 

City president Sam Pappalardo even resorted to 
ringing the Italian FA, but was told that the office 
which handled clearances was closed for the off- 
season, and it could be another two or three months 
before they come back. 

The news has knocked City and left the 22-year-old 
Mura angry. The talented midfielder lodged all 
necessary paperwork with the Italian FA in Rome 
before his departure to Australia, and cannot under- 
stand the delay. 

Mura has looked very skilful in training, but is fast 
losing his match fitness by sitting on the sidelines. It 
has now being more than a month since he played his 
last match — the final game of the season for his 
Sardinian club, against Ales. 

Mura has watched Brisbane City overtake rivals 
North Star and hit the lead of the XXXX League and 
is eager to get on the park and is confident he will be 
@ success. 

“T think I will go well for City because the stan- 
dard of the Brisbane competition is not as high as in 
Sardinia,” Mura said. 

Brisbane City’s only hope is that Mura will be 
cleared in time for the finals, and, more importantly, 
the NSL promotion play-offs. 

For the moment, all they can do is wait. 

Limitation 

Brisbane City want a $5000 Queensland transfer 
limit introduced to boost their chances of success if 
they are promoted to the National League next year. 

But Brisbane Lions officials believe the move is 
solely designed to allow City to cheaply buy Lions’ 
better players, particularly former City club hero 
Frank Mengotti, who switched to Richlands for 
$25,000 after a bitter transfer wrangle. 

Brisbane City secretary John Ponturo denied the 
move was aimed at getting Mengotti back, and 
claimed it was a positive step to ensure any future 
Queensland NSL bid was successful. 

“If a Queensland team is to be successful in the 
National League then the club involved has to be able 
to draw on all the best players in the state, and the 
processes have got to be put into place to allow the 
State’s best players to move more freely,” Ponturo 
said. 


“It is ludicrous for a club to be bled dry financially 
by those within the same state who ultimately wo 
benefit from the flow-on in interest if the NSL team 
was successful,” he added.

Maybe there’s a mes- 
sage there for Soccer, 
though support for our 
game could not be badly 
affected, being low 
enough already. 

A WA national league 
entry would do wonders 
for the game here both 
for the fans and for the 
image of Soccer gen- 
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The Socceroos’ suc- 
cesss in the Gold Cup 
made a big impression in 
the West,and the time to 
strike for sponsorship on 
a national scale is now. 

I know of at least three 
wealthy entrepreneurs 
who can willingly put 
their money into a truly 
genuine and viable natio- 
nal league side. 

The Perth Wildcats 
basketball team has no 
shortage of backers. In 
addition they have 
already sold out all their 
superior seating at the Su- 
perdrome for 1989 and 
1990. 

That sport was virtually 
unheard of in 1986. 

Soccer has the tradi- 
tion, the international 
clout and the attraction 
for children to become 
the biggest sport of them 
all in Australia, given 
greatly improved man- 
agement.

How Swede itis... 


THE Socceroos’ never-say-die persistence, 
physical fitness, power pressure, sizzling 
speed and mental toughness remind me 
irresistibly of the Swedish national team, 
whose style and tactics are remarkably 
similar to the current Australian side. 


And that, take it it 
from me, is quite a com- 
pliment, considering 
Sweden is now one of 
Europe’s in-form teams, 
as England will no doubt 
find out when they tack- 
le the Scandinavians in 
the 1990 World Cup 
qualifiers. 

I had an opportunity 
to watch the Swedes win 
the Berlin Anniversary 
Cup, albeit on Spanish- 
language television, and 
also personally saw 
some of their warm-up 
games for the event in 
the United States when 
they played against 
Mexico, Costa Rica and 
the American All Stars 
in a four-team Coca 
Cola-sponsored tourna- 
ment in San Jose, Cali- 
fornia. 

Everything the 
Swedes attempted was 
simple, direct and effec- 
tive. 

Watching the Soccer- 
oos in the Bicentennial 
Gold Cup, I could only 
be struck by the like- 
ness. 

It was as though 
Frank Arok had 
moulded his game on 
the Swedish model. 

I readily admit that 
Sweden is not among my 
favorite teams. 

I much prefer the en- 
‘tertaining skills of Hol- 
land, the USSR, Brazil, 
of course, or the re- 
juvenated Italy in to- 
day’s soccer and still 
mourn the passing of the 
Platini-inspired French 
era. 


However, we still 
haven’t got the players, 
technique, overall 
approach and soccer 
“atmosphere” in Aus- 
tralia which might en- 
able us to imitate the 
above teams. Not yet, at 
any rate. 

We could do worse 
than to settle, conscious- 
ly or not, for the Swedes 
as role models. 

The athletic, hard- 
running Swedes base 
their game on utilita- 
rian, economical and 
very direct, no-frills 
football. 

There are very few ex- 
quisitely woven patterns 
in their game, which 
lacks the subtlety of, 
say, a Brazil. 


But, obviously, like 
Arok’s men, the Swedes 
have chosen to stay true 
to their national traits 
and character. 


It’s just not in their 
make-up to serve up 
Champagne football. 

Their defence oper- 
ates very much like the 
1988 Socceroos’, with a 
no-nonsense approach, 
eliminating any undue 
risks, and seldom trying 
to play the ball out of 
their danger zone. In 
that respect, a Paul 
Wade or Graham Jen- 
nings is more adventur- 
ous than their Swedish 
counterparts. 

Their midfielders are 
more industrious than 
brilliant. Few could, or 
would, dare display 
breathtaking tricks in 
the Oscar Crino vein. 

Rather, they use their 
unadorned skills; pass 
accurately, and tackle 
hard, but fairly. 

The Socceroos, on 
what I’ve seen to date 
(and I did watch their 
Olympic qualifying 
games on video; and the 
Mexican Televisa net- 
work in the United 
States telecast the two 
1985 World Cup ties 
against Scotland on a 
slightly delayed basis), 
are no slouches on the 
latter, but do have room 
for improvement on the 
former. 

Once they gain pos- 
session, the Swedes are 
extremely effective, 
more so than the Au- 
ssies. Their distribution 
is also very precise. 

And these qualities do 
take you a long way in 
modern football. 

The Swedes, like the 
Australians, still favour 
the retention of so-cal- 
led old-fashioned play 
down the wings, with 
plenty of well centred 
crosses. 

Those tactics non- 
plussed their opponents 
in West Berlin, just as 
they drove the discon- 
certed Argentines crazy 
in Sydney. 

Like Australia, 
Sweden, when they 
attacked , relied on two 
or three long passes out 
to the wings and back to 
the centre, opening up 
the crowded midfield 
and creating instant, if 
at times confused, dan- 
ger in the goalmouth. 

All this is akin to what 
was once described as 
“English” soccer, 
which due to a variety of 
factors has all but 
vanished in Britain.

have achieved is within 
the reach of Australian 
national teams. 

We can try to copy the 
Dutch, Brazilians or Ita- 
lians until we are blue in 
the face and we will fail 
again and again. 

On the other hand, 
we can maintain our 
climb up the internatio- 
nal rankings by honing 
our existing and not in- 
considerable attributes 
calling for speed, true 
grit, stamina and unpre- 
tentious methods — the 
essence of the highly 
successful “Swedish 
style”. 

Caviar-craving purists 
be damned. 


Signing up 

IS there another 
country where you could 
come across the Prime 
Minister by chance at a 
soccer game, and get his 
autograph? 

This happened to 
several youngsters on 
their way to the Sydney 
Football Stadium for the 
Bicentennial Gold Cup 
final. 

The lads noticed that 
the PM’s limousine had 
halted temporarily, 
caught like every one 
else in the monster traf- 
fic jam. 

With typical youthful 
uninhibition, they raced 
up to the stationary car 
and were rewarded with 
a “G’Day” — and one 
of the most sought-after 
autographs in the 
country. 

The above scene is 
unimaginable in most 
countries, where leading 
politicians are shielded 
by swarms of security 
people. 

Had such a delightful 
episode been attempted 
in America, for inst- 
ance, they would have 
probably shot first, and 
asked questions later 

No kidding. 

Memory lane 

Watching the meticu- 
fously trained Socceroos 
do Australia proud at 
the Gold Cup brought 
back nostalgic, if un- 
lamented, memories of 
our first major in- 
ternational venture 
overseas. 

The time was Novem- 
ber 1965. An ill-pre- 
pared, inexperienced 
national team set forth 
for Pnom Penh, Cambo- 
dia, to do battle with 
North Korea for a berth 
in the 1966 World Cup 
in England. 

Because of South 
Africa’s inclusion, nine 
African and six Asian 
countries pulled out. In 
those days, Africa and 
Asia had to play off for a 
place in the then last 16, 
as the newly emerging 
continents were only 
allocated one slot be- 
tween them. 

Australian hopes 
were sky-high. We 
would show these un- 
known Koreans the stuff 
we were made of. 

I will never forget sit- 
ting just below the royal 
box where Prince Noro- 
dom Sihanouk, now in 
exile, presided over 
65,000 spectators in all 
his majesty. 


Our unreasonable 
optimism was buried 
after 25 minutes as the 
agile North Koreans 
swarmed all over the 
shell-shocked Austra- 
lians for a humiliating 6- 
1 victory (Les Scheinflug 
scored our consolation 
goal, from a penalty). 

Australia showed 
tremendous character in 
the second game, three 
days later, also at the 
Stade Olympique, built 
specifically for the South 
East Asian Games 18 
months earlier. 

They scored first, but 
were still well beaten to 
the much more respect- 
able tune of 3-1. 

Coaching the Austra- 
lian team, under mana- 
ger Jim Bayutti, was 
Tiko Jelisavcic, Yugal’s 
cunning player-coach. 

The mild-mannered 
Yugoslav never really 
recovered from the 
Cambodian catastrophe. 

More than 20 years la- 
ter, after a checkered 
career had taken him to 
Africa, Israel and, final- 
ly, Mexico, I caught up 
with Tiko again in Los 
Angeles, where he had 
brought his team, Can- 
cun, for two pre-season 
matches. 

Jelisavic had landed a 
cushy, lucrative 
coaching post with a 
semi-professional club 
in one of Mexico’s tren- 
diest holiday resorts. He 
was on top of the world 
and we reminisced for 
hours over coffee in a 
Czech-owned restaurant 
just off Hollywood 
Boulevard. 

I am sorry to report 
that he died only four 
days after returning to 
Mexico, in August 1988, 
suffering a fatal heart 
attack at the wheel of his 
convertible. He was a 
youthful 61. 


USA style 


By a quirk of fate, the 
first soccer game I saw 
when I relocated in 
America in 1976 was also 
in the context of a 
Bicentennial Cup, the 
USA’s. 

I was among a crowd 
of 32,000 at the Los 
Angeles Coliseum when 
Brazil defeated England 
to win the massive tro- 
phy — and a much smal- 
ler cheque. 

I missed the Gold 
Cup, staged in Monte- 
video in 1980 to mark the 
SOth anniversary of Uru- 
guay’s 1930 World Cup 
win, but I did manage to 
coincide my return to 
Australia — after a 12- 
year absence, with our 
own splendid version. 

The media cover of 
the American Bicenten- 
nial tournament, which 


also included Italy and #3 
the home team, was no- 


thing as extensive as the 
coverage accorded the 
Socceroos, especially in 
Sydney.

Marconi celebrates 30 


BY FRANK SCICLUNA 
AN INSPIRED decision back in 1960 to pro- 
vide the youth of then two-year-old Club 
Marconi with a recreational Soccer team 
was destined to give birth to what is now 
arguably the leading Soccer club in the 


country. 

Other teams have 
won more championship 
honors over the years, 
but it’s very doubtful 
whether anyone can 
match the stature and 
professionalism of the 
Bossley Park outfit. 

The simple fact of the 
matter is that the name 
Marconi is now synony- 
mous with Soccer. 

When those pioneers 
of 28 years ago entered 
their first amateur team 
in the Southern Districts 
Association, little did 
they realise what impact 
that decision was even- 
tually going to have. 

Following two 
successful years in dis- 
trict football, Marconi 
joined the NSW Federa- 
tion and won the 
Amateur League at the 
first attempt in 1963. 

As an added bonus 
they also defeated Syd- 
ney Austral in the final 
of the Amateur Cup in 
front of 15,000 people at 
Wentworth Park. 

The rapid climb up 
the Soccer ladder had 
begun. 

Their next step was to 
turn professional and, 
after five years playing 
the lower grades, Mar- 
coni gained promotion 
to the First Division in 
1969. 

A short nine years 
after coming into exist- 
ence, the fledgling club 
had won its way into the

State’s premier competi- 
tion. 

Ever since then, Mar- 
coni has continuously 
retained its position of 
competing at the highest 
level. 

When Australia’s 
National Soccer League 
was introduced in 1977, 
Marconi was one of its 
14 founding members. 

Further success was 
not far away. After 
being pipped on the post 
in the inaugural season, 
finishing equal first with 
Sydney, but with an in- 
ferior goal difference, 
Marconi finally brought 
the title to Bossley Park 
with an exciting brand of 
football that carried all 
before it in 1979. 

The success story was 
complete. In less than 20 
dynamic years, Marconi 
had come from being a 
brand-new amateur 
Southern Districts side 
to Australia’s undis- 
puted champions. 

Although retaining its 
status as one of the lead- 
ing clubs in the country, 
a repeat of the 1979 
triumph has so far been 
elusive. 


Some of the greatest 
names in Soccer have 
worn the famous green 
shirt of Marconi. 

Indeed, more than 50 
of its players have repre- 
sented Australia over 
the years, including for- 
mer Socceroo captains 


years 


Peter Wilson and Tony 
Henderson. 

A number of them 
have gone on to crack 
the big time overseas, 
the most notable being 
Eddie Krncevic, Renato 
Colusso and Peter 
Sharne. 

Quite apart from 
obtaining success on the 
field, Marconi has also 
provided its fans with 
the very best of facili- 
ties. 

These include a flood- 
lit stadium with: a co- 
vered grandstand next 
door to its licensed club, 
ample parking, a huge 
well appointed picnic 
area, four training pitch- 
es and six tennis courts. 

Very few — if any — 
other clubs in any sport 
can boast of comparable 
assets. 


In its short 30-year 
history, Marconi has 
consistenly led the way 
with its businesslike 
approach to Soccer. 

If the game in Austra- 
lia ever achieves its long 
held dream of going full- 
time professional, you 
can safely bet that Mar- 
coni will be at the fore- 
front. 


That may be a long 
way off yet. But in the 
meantime, one of the 
youngest football clubs 
in the country continues 
to set the standards for 
others to follow in its de- 
termined efforts to give 
its fans and the Fairfield 
district the very best that 
sport can offer.

Otherwise, they are 
up at 6am for aerobics 
and cross-country run- 
ning and spend the rest 
of the day brushing up 
on their technique and 
set plays before retiring 
to bed, understandably 
exhausted, at 9pm. 


To toughen the team’s 
“fighting spirit’’, the 
South Korean players 
also regularly attend 
special training at a 
military academy in 
Songman where they 
dress-up in combat gear, 
including helmets, and 
undergo commando 
training for up to 14 
hours.

campaign to which every 
South Korean athlete 
competing at the Games 
must submit. 

Korean officials claim 
that lack of mental
